T H E peril of the free nations was so great 


* 
when the United States entered the 
war, and there were so many things to b e i 
done, that most Americans have not yet 
realized the immense progress made b y 
American enterprise. 
An impressive and 
reassu ring su rvey was given the other clay 
b y Walter Lippmann in his New York Tri­ 
b u ne colu mn. 
Here are a 
few of the high 
points. 
He finds that the seemingly impossib le 
goals set for arming this nation have b een 
reached, and ou tpu t is so great that form­ 
erly b affling prob lems are solved. Instead 
of a lack of nearly everything needed for 
the b ig stru ggle, there b egins to b e enou gh 
for almost every pu rpose. The b ig ru b b er 
famine is eased. Likewise the gasoline 
prob lem, the prob lem of escort vessels, and 
so on. 
The su b marine peril, which u ntil 
lately has b een the greatest dread, is ap­ 
parently u nder control. 
Complete u nder­ 
standing and cooperation with the allies 
has b een achieved, inclu ding u nity of oper­ 
ation with Ru ssia. 
The dissolu tion of the 
Comintern has helped mu ch. 
Recent al­ 
lied staff discu ssions at Washington were 
very satisfactory. Italy is knocked almost I 
ou t of the war. 
The Japanese peril, al­ 
thou gh it has not b een met b y the fu ll 
power of this nation, is considerab ly re­ 
du ced. 
Ob viou sly there is still mu ch to b e done, 
b u t 
the 
free 
nations 
are 
on 
their 
way. 
With internal u nity there can b e 
no dou b t of complete victory, possib ly soon­ 
er than has b een expected.

NO CONTINENTAL INVASION

ASHINGTON — The most significant 
fact regarding the aftermath of the 
Roosevelt-Chu rchill conferences is that the 
Nazis are continu ing to take troops ou t 
of Western Eu rope and pile them into Ru s­ 
sia. 
This means one of two things: 
1. The Nazis are not worried over the 
prospect of an Allied invasion of Eu rope. 
2. Hitler is determined to make one 
last gamb le, throwing all he has into Ru s­ 
sia, in a win or lose attempt to take the 
Soviet ou t of the war. 
Diplomatic information coming from 
neu tral cou ntries is u nmistab ab le that Ger­ 
man troops have b een withdrawn from (a) 
Norway, even thou gh there is talk of a 
British landing operation there; from (b ) 
France, despite newspaper gossip ab ou t a 
cross-Channel invasion; 
also 
from 
(c) 
sou thern Italy, despite daily Allied b omb ­ 
ings of that area. 
Apparently the Nazis figu re on letting 
the Italians defend their own homeland, 
and reckon that the islands of Sicily and 
Sardinia are as good as gone anyway. At 
any rate German military activity inside 
Italy is confined to the indu strial North, 
where strong fortifications are b eing erect­ 
ed. 
All this wou ld indicate that Hitler fig­ 
u res Italy is 
more or less of 
a 
weight 
arou nd his neck and that he wou ld b e 
glad to drop it ju st as long as he can keep 
the Allies from penetrating b eyond Italy. 
And with the Alps to help him, this shou ld 
b e possib le — at least u ntil after he fin­ 
ishes his great and last gamb le in Ru ssia.

FARMERS 
11THEN men go to war, women perforce 
take on strange new tasks. 
Women 
are working in factories, driving taxis and 
street cars, acting as school gu ards, even 
serving as b oilermakers. In the residential 
su b u rb s they are mowing lawns and doing 
the ou tdoor job s. 
In many Eu ropean cou ntries, and cer­ 
tainly in Asiatic 
and 
African lands, the 
women do mu ch of the heavy work on the 
farms. They plou gh and harrow, sow and 
reap, root ou t stu mps and rocks. 
With farm lab or so scarce, women may 
yet b e called on to fill the agricu ltu ral gap. 
So far this has not b een done to any ap­ 
preciab le extent. 
Bu t the su nb u rnt and 
powerfu l peasant woman who is a familiar 
sight on Balkan farms may yet b e seen on 
the American cou ntryside. 


A definition that originated b efore the 
last war is now more valid than ever: “Life 
is ju st one dam thing after another.” 


NO LAND INVASION IN ’43 
The opinion of this colu mnist, pu rely 
personal, is that b oth of the ab ove dedu c­ 
tions are tru e, and that there will b e no 
real land invasion of Eu rope this year (the 
islands of Sicily and Sardinia b eing ex­ 
pected), and also that Hitler, apparently 
confident of this, will do his u tmost to 
take Ru ssia ou t of the war this Su mmer. 
These dedu ctions are relatively simple 
and can b e drawn b y any good military 
ob server. 
Since the German General 
Staff has some 
of the b est military 
strategists in the world, Hitler’s present 
movement may b e b ased on similar dedu c­ 
tions. 
At any rate here they are: 
1. No su ccessfu l invasion of Western 
Eu rope can take place withou t a terrific, 
relentless pou nding of Axis indu stry and 
Axis fortifications from the air. This has 
only ju st b egu n. 
As of March the United 
States had only ab ou t 200 Flying Fort­ 
resses in England, and the raids over the 
continent were mere flea b ites compared 
with what is necessary and what is now 
taking place. 
A good many weeks of this 
pou nding will have to continu e b efore an 
invasion of Western Eu rope 
where Stal­ 
in wants it most — cou ld take place su c­ 
cessfu lly.

days everyone seems to have 
learned a little medical knowledge. 
There are several hot su b jects 
for the am ateu r self-diagnosti­ 
cians, b u t none more pertinent 
than angina pectoris— pain in the 
chest, heart pang. The medical 
profession has b een discu ssing it 
avidly for the last few years, and 
this has filtered ou t to all strata 
of society. 
Any b u siness man who falls 
dead on the golf links has had a 
"heart attack.” In fact, anyone 
over the age of 30 who dies su d­ 
denly at all, u nless at the hands 
of the common hangman, dies of a 
"heart attack.” It may b e one of 
a thou sand things—apoplexy, heat 
stroke, emb olism, lymphaticism; 
b u t for the sidewalk diagnosti­ 
cians it is ju st lab elled "heart at­ 
tack.” 
Effect on Living 
This does no harm to the victim 
b u t for u s, the living, it may have 
very sad and trou b lesome conse­ 
qu ences. If the taking-off is on the 
golf links, as mentioned, the other 
three memb ers of the fou rsome 
within the following week develop 
vagu e pains arou nd the heart and 
seek advice from a practitioner 
who solemnly takes the b lood pres­ 
su re, does an electrocardiogram 
and makes a pronou ncement. 
It is a credit to the essential 
honesty of the medical professit i 
that most of these annou ncements 
are reassu ring. 
In these days 
when the conversational atmos­ 
phere is filled with "heart 
at- 
tacks,” anyb ody, any time, may 
develop premonitory 
symptoms of 
dissolu tion. If he falls into the 
hands of an even mildly u nscru pu ­ 
lou s practitioner, he is pu tty in 
those hands. He can get the liver 
and lights scared ou t of him as 
thorou ghly and rapidly as is ever 
possib le to do so. 
I had an instance of this the 
other day. An old friend of mine 
had b een having some heart pain 
and had sou ght advice and was 
told that the third lead in the elec­ 
trocardiogram was “su spiciou s” 
and that his tonsils shou ld come 
ou t. He asked me to check u p and 
even I cou ld tell that his symptoms 
were not those of angina. 
The pain was not pain, 
hu t a 


sensation of a wa reness, it was 
continu ou s, it had no rela tio n to 
exertion, it did not radiate, 
it 
wasn’t in the right 
pla ce. The 
stethoscopic examination 
o f his 
heart was a1! right, and the third 
lead in the electrocardiogram wa s 
pronou nced b y ou r hospital ex pert 
to b e normal. His tonsils co uld no t 
b e fou nd at all, althou gh we sent 
an 
exploring 
expedition 
a fter 
them. 
Case His tori ca 
I am indu ced to b ring this su b ­ 
ject u p b y the peru sal of an article 
in a medical jou rnal, ju st come to 
hand, which related the case his­ 
tories of a nu mb er of people who 
complained 
of angina 
pectoris 
vhen the real trou b le was a slight 
inju ry in the ligament* of the 
reek—many of them indu ced by so 
slight a thing as the su dden jerk­ 
ing when an au tomob ile started. 
The crick in the neck was referred 
to the chest, in the heart region. 
Already mentioned in this col­ 
u mn is the “slipping rib cartilage 
syndrome,” which is another me­ 
chanical b ony disorder, simu lating 
angina. 
Other im itators are pleu rodynia, 
fatigu e syndrome, shingles, radi- 
clu litia from spinal arthritis, pleu­ 
risy, pericardial ru b .

S. D .:— You recently reco m­ 
mended Elixir Terpin Hydrate a nd 
Codeine for cou ghing. I ha v e to 
sign for it at a dru g store a nd 
wonder whether there is a ha bit­ 
forming dru g in it.

Answer: Elixir Terpin Hydrate 
and Codeine has a small amou nt 
of codeine in it. It is tru e that 
codeine is a hab it-forming dru g, 
b u t not in the amou nt present in 
this mixtu re, as is shown b y tha 
fact that it can b e ob tained with­ 
ou t a doctor's prescription. Tha 
dosage is one teaspoonfu l fou r to 
eight times a day, as needed. 


C. E. E.:—W hat are the cau ses 
and remedies for sciatica? Is it a 
nervou s disease or rheu m atism ? 
Answer: Sciatica is a neu ralgia 
of the sciatic nerve, which is 
b rou ght on b y the same things 
that cau se rheu matism. Treatm ent 
consists in the u se of heat and 
massage and is generally su ccess­ 
fu l, althou gh the condition is stu b ­ 
b orn. 


L. W .:—W’hich contains mora 
calories, white b read or IOO per 
cent whole wheat b read? 
Answer: Calories per IOO gram s:

bune column.

He finds that the seemingly impossible 
goals set for arming this nation have been 
reached, and output is so great that form­ 
erly baffling problems are solved. Instead 
of a lack of nearly everything needed for 
the big struggle, there begins to be enough 
for almost every purpose. 
The big rubber 
famine is eased. Likew ise the gasoline 
problem, the problem of escort vessels, and 
so on. 
The submarine peril, which until 
lately has been the greatest dread, is a p ­ 
parently under control. 
Complete under­ 
standing and cooperation with the 
allies 
has been achieved, including unity of oper­ 
ation with Russia. 
The dissolution of the 
Comintern has helped much. 
Recent al­ 
lied staff discussions at Washington were 
very satisfactory. 
Italy is knocked almost 
out of the war. 
The Japanese peril, al­ 
though it has not been met by the full 
power of this nation, is considerably re­ 
duced. 
Obviously there is still much to be done, 
but 
the 
free 
nations 
are 
on 
their 
way. 
With internal unity there can be 
no doubt of complete victory, possibfy soon­ 
er than has been expected.

ASHINGTON — The most significant 
fact regarding the afterm ath of the 
Roosevelt-Churchill conferences is th a t the 
Nazis are continuing to take troops out 
of Western Europe and pile them into Rus­ 
sia. 
This means one of two things: 
1. The Nazis are not worried over the 
prospect of an Allied invasion of Europe. 
2. Hitler is determined to m ake one 
last gamble, throw ing all he has into Rus­ 
sia, in a win or lose attem pt to take the 
Soviet out of the war. 
Diplomatic information 
coming 
from 
neutral countries is unmistabable th a t G er­ 
man troops have been w ithdraw n from (a) 
Norway, even though there is talk of a 
British landing operation th e re ; from (b) 
France, despite new spaper gossip about a 
cross-Channel invasion; 
also 
from 
(c) 
southern Italy, despite daily Allied bomb­ 
ings of that area. 
Apparently the Nazis figure on letting 
the Italians defend their own homeland, 
and reckon that the islands of Sicily and 
Sardinia are as good as gone anyway. 
At 
any rate German military activity inside 
Italy is confined to the industrial North, 
where strong fortifications are being erect­ 
ed. 
All this would indicate th a t Hitler fig­ 
ures Italy is 
more or less of 
a 
weight 
around his neck and that he w’ould be 
glad to drop it just as long as he can keep 
the Allies from penetrating beyond Italy. 
And with the Alps to help him, this should 
be possible — at least until after he fin­ 
ishes his great and last gamble in Russia.

The opinion of this columnist, purely , 
personal, is th a t both of the above deduc­

A good many wreeks of this 
pounding will have to continue before an 
I invasion of Western Europe — w’here Stal­ 
in wants it most — could take place sue-1 
cessfully. 
2. Churchill has always turned thumbs 
I down on sacrificing any large body of 
British troops in invading W estern Europe. I

days everyone seems to have 
learned a little medical knowledge. 
There are several hot subjects 
for the amateur self-diagnosti­ 
cians, but none more pertinent 
than angina pectoris—pain in the 
chest, heart pang. The medical 
profession has been discussing it 
avidly for the last few years, and 
this has filtered out to all strata 
of society. 
Any business man who falls 
dead on the golf links has had a 
"heart attack.” In fact, anyone 
over the age of 30 who dies sud- ; 
denly at all, unless at the hands 
of the common hangman, dies of a 
“heart attack." It may ba ana af i 
a thousand things—apoplexy, heat 
stroke, embolism, lymphaticism; 
but for the sidewalk diagnosti­ 
cians it is just labelled "heart at­ 
tack." 
Effect on Living 
Thia does no harm to the victim 
but for us, the living, it may have 
very sad and troublesome conse­ 
quences. If the taking-off is on the 
golf links, as mentioned, the other 
three members of the foursome 
within the following week develop 
vague pains around the heart and 
seek advice from a practitioner 
who solemnly takes the blood pres­ 
sure, does an electrocardiogram 
and makes a pronouncement. 
It is a credit to the essential 
honesty of the medical professic » 
that most of these announcements 
are reassuring. 
In these days 
wbt J the conversational atmos­ 
phere is filled with "heart at­ 
tacks,” anybody, any time, may 
develop premonitory symptoms of 
dissolution. If he falls into the 
hands of an even mildly unscrupu­ 
lous practitioner, he is putty in 
those hands. He can get the liver 
and lights scared out of him as 
thoroughly and rapidly as is ever 
possible to do so. 
I had an instance of this the 
other day. An old friend of mine 
had been having some heart pain 
and had sought advice and was 
told that the third lead in the elec­ 
trocardiogram was “suspicious" 
and that his tonsils should come 
out. He asked me to check up and 
even I could tell that his symptoms 
were not those of angina. 
The pain was not pain, but a 


sensation of awareness, it was 
continuous, it had no relation to 
exertion, it did not radiate, it 
wasn’t in the right place. The 
stethoscopic examination of his 
heart was all right, and the third 
lead in the electrocardiogram was 
pronounced by our hospital expert 
to be normal. His tonsils could not 
be found at all, although we sent 
sn 
exploring 
expedition 
after 
them. 
Case Historic* 
I am induced to bring this sub­ 
ject up by the perusal of an article 
in a medical journal, just come to 
hand, which related the case his­ 
tories of a number of people who 
complained of angina pectoris 
when the real trouble was a slight 
injury in the ligaments of the 
neck—many of them induced by so 
slight a thing as the sudden jerk­ 
ing when an automobile started. 
The crick in the neck was referred 
to the chest, in the heart region. 
Already mentioned in thia col­ 
umn is the “slipping rib cartilage 
syndrome," which is another me­ 
chanical bony disorder, simulating 
angina. 
Other imitators are pleurodynia, 
fatigue syndrome, shingles, radi- 
clulitis from spinal arthritis, pleu­ 
risy, pericardial rub. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
S. D.: — You recently recom­ 
mended Elixir Terpin Hydrate and 
Codeine for coughing. I have to 
sign for it at a drug store and 
wonder whether there is a habit­ 
forming drug in it. Will it hurt a 
person 75 years old ? What would 
be the proper dose and how often 
should it be taken? 
Answer; Elixir Terpin Hydrate 
and Codeine has a small amount 
of codeine in it. It is true that 
codeme is a habit-forming drug, 
but not in the amount present in 
this mixture, as is shown by the 
fact that it can be obtained with­ 
out a doctor's prescription.

Turnips are considered an ex­ 
cellent "fill-m’' or "follow-up" veg­ 
etable. They can be planted in 
vacant spaces where early plant­ 
ed seeds have failed to sprout or 
they can be used to follow an 
early crop. 
Like all quick-growing vegeta­ 
bles, turnips, to be at their best, 
should be used for the table when 
not more than two or three inches 
tn diameter, as illustrated in the 
accompanying Gardei-Graph. As 
turnips grow larger_they become 


stronger. 
Plant turnip seeds about 
to 
% inch deep in the soil. When the 
plants reach a height of two or 
three inches thin them, leaving 
about five or six inches between 
the plants. The thinnings make 
delicious boiled greens. 
W’hen harvesting turnips burn 
any which are found to be de­ 
formed by swellings such as illus­ 
trated. These swellings are caused 
by the gall weeviL The soil in
